GARFIELD’S DOCTORS. 
BLISS MAKES A STATEMENT. 
Spectal to Cincinnati Commerci l. 

Wasnincron, D. C., April 27.—A correspond- 
ent having on Wednesday evening called on Dr. 
Bliss to learn if be wished to make any reply to 
Dr. Boynton’s certificate, Dr. Bliss unequivocal- 
ly contradicts that certiticate, and appeals to tho 
facts of the case in, proof. He reiterates the 
statement that on the morning of the 3d of July 
he (Dr. Bliss) presented to the President the 
mutter ef his attendance and counsel in the case, 
Mrs. Garfield being présent, when the President 
replied: “i shall leave that entirely to you, 
Doctor; your judgment is better than mine upon 
that subject.“ Dr, Bliss then selected Surgeon- 
General Barues, Dr. Woodward, and Dr. Rey- 
burn, to which th Presideat ans ered: 
“That is entirel tis factory.“ ex- 
pressed his feellpg that the numerous 
medical gentieomen who had been in con- 
sultation on bis case would coustitute too un- 
wieldy’’’ a body to go on with it, saying at 
length to Dr. Bliss, “ You must dismiss them.“ 
and authorizing the Doctor to thank them for 
assistance already rendered, and to say that 
their services were no longer required.“ 

Addressing Mrs. Gartieid, Dr. Bliss invited her 
to name any one or more surgeons she might 
wish asseciuted in the case, to which Mra. Gar- 
field repiied she would not add one to those 
selected, and would guarantee that Dr. Bliss 
should not be embarrassed in any way in his 
future conduct of the case.” Dr. Bliss states 
that he had no knowledge at that time that Dr. 
Baxter had ever personally Kaown, much less 
professionally attended, the President, and con- 
siders that had such been the vase it was the 
fault of the President and Mrs. Garfield not to 
have mentioned it. 

Dr. Bliss further states that neither the Presi- 
dent nor Mrs. Garfield ever mentioned Dr, Bax- 
ter’s name to him witha view to bis rticipa- 
tion in the case. and that when the President 
was removed from Wasbingtoo to Elberon. Mrs. 
Gartield calied Dr. Blise aside and informed bim 
of the President's wish tam tne number of 
medical attendants should be reduced, and that 
he (Dr, Bliss} should remain in charge, with Drs.

A LETTER FROM STANLEY. 


Glimpses at the Interior of the Dark 
Ceoutinent—How the Explorer Lives 


Paris, April 10.—This morning I received a 
letter from Mr. Stanley, whose long silences, 
especially since his recent terribie illness, have 
much aiarmed bis friends and those who are 
backing him with their capital. I give youa 
few extracts from the letter. which I think will 
be of interest to all who appreciate the pluck 
and daring that have so long been Mr. Stanley's 
distinguishing characteristics. 

The date is General Camp of the Expedition 
on the Upper Congo, S. W. Africa, Jan. 16, . 
The explorer says: 

You may guess from the tenor of the above 
that I am not iil or depressed in spirits, nor 
languid, nor disposed to wish myself anywhere 
but where I am—in short, that I am at least iu 
tolerabiy good health, It is bot enough, and 
every few eeconds I must perforce wie myseif 
dry. I drink water 75 degrees Fahrenbeit fre- 
quently, and think it rather cool. But this is 
one of the inconveniences of Africa. Among 
otbers may be mentioned the monotony of the 
daily meals—a want of sufficient variety to 
satisfy an appetite which is good. There is one 
comfort attached to this: the meals are soon 
dispatched, and all thought of them ceases 
until the next usuai hour. O would that I could 
get one solid meai just now!

NATIONAL BANK REORGANIZATION. 

Congress cannot, in justice to the financial 
interests of the country, delay much longer 
a consideration of the reorganization of the 
National banks. The original chatters of 
these banks begin to expire next month, and 
within a few months the limitation of twenty 
years from date of organization will apply to 
a large number of them. 

The resolution passed by the House calling 
upon the Controller of the Currency for in- 
formation concerning the recent liquidation 
and reorganization of the Second National 
Bank of Cincinnati would seem toimply a 
doubt whether the present law authorizes the 
course adopted. If such doubt be well 
founded, then it is. highly desirable that 
facilities for reorganization be provided: 
and even if reorganization under the exist- 
ing law be possible it is subject to much em- 
barrassment, and perhaps to some injustice, 
which could be avoided by adopting some 
simpler process of reorgauization. 

In the case of the Cincinnati bank, it was 
voted by the stockholders to go into voluntary 
liquidation under the terms of the National- 
Bank act. The same stockholders then met. 
organized a new bank under the old name, 
and took out another charter for twenty 
years. Both these proceedings are expressly 
authorized by the law, and the fact that the 
men who were stockholders in a former 
bank start a new one, or that the name of a 
defunct corporation is adopted, does not ap- 
pear to be in violation of the privileges ex- 
tended under the existing law. At the same 
time, the process of liquidation is tedious 
and in volved, and it is not unlikely that the a- 
fairs of the new and the old corporations, 
nominally separate but really identical, 
would become confused in the continuous 
process of business. It is possible; too, 
that this sort of reorganization would 
afford an opportunity for discrimi- 
nating against the minority share- 
holders. Take a successful bank in 
this city, whose shares are worth 200 per 
cent. Only 100 per cent of the current value 
of the shares is represented by the capital 
stock; the other 100 per cent is due to the 
good will, popular confidence, and large 
business which has been built up during 
twenty years. Two-thirds of the stockhold- 
ers can vote to go into voluntary liquidation, 
from which will result a redistribution of the 
capital and undivided surplus among all the 
shareholders. But the owners of the two- 
thirds of all the shares may then proceed to 


thus secure to themselves all the benefit of 
the good will and old business of the former 
institution, while the remaining sharehold- 
ers, omitted from the new concern, will only 
get back their money and its acerued earn- 
ings. It does not appear that any protest 
which the minority shareholders might make 
against such an arrangement would avail 
them; if so, then it requires an agreement of 
all the shareholders to reorganization, which 
may often be difficult to obtain, and the cir- 
cumstances of which would enable one or 
two shareholders for spiteful reasons to pre- 
vent reorganization. From every point of 
view, therefore, reorganization under the 
present law, though it be fully authorized, is 
likely to be attended with many difficulties. 

The Crapo bill, now before Congress, pro- 
vides for the extension of the corporate ex- 
istence of the National banks as their char- 
ters expire without going through the proc- 
ess of liquidation. The adoption of such a 
bill would, in the first place, remove all doubt 
about the right of reorganization. In the next 
place, the bill provides protection for all the 
shareholders and the public interests. Its pro- 
visions are as follows: (1) Any banking asso- 
ciation may, at any time within two years be- 
fore the expiration of its charter, extend its 
corporate existence twenty years, with the 
approval of the Controller of the Currency. 
(2) This extension is made conditional upon 
the consent of shareholders owning not less 
than two-thirds of the capital stock. (8) ‘The

present law. It is important to note that the 
National-Banking act coutains no provision 
covering the cases of corporations which ex- 
pire by limitation. 

It cannot be disputed that it would be det- 
rimental to the bot terest of the country 
to abandon the N k system. There 
is a difference of opinion as to the wisdom of 
reposing in these institutions the power of 
issuing circulating notes, but this condition 
cuts but a small figure in the question of the 
renewal of their charters; it may be assumed 
that the banks will in nearly all instances re 
duce their circulation to the minimum 
allowed by the iaw. It does not pay to issue 
$90 of circulating notes on the basis of $120 
of security, whith is about the ratio at the 
present value of bonds, and sustain in addi- 
tion thereto the taxes on capital and circula- 
tion. The main consideration is the fact that 
fully three-quarters of all the business of the 
country is transacted through the National 
banks, and that the uniforn system, rov- 
erned by the same laws and regulations 
everywhere, cannot be abandoned for a sys- 
tem of State and private banks to be regu- 
lated by as many different laws as there are 
States without a great shock to business in- 
terests. When this is conceded, it is the ob- 
vious duty of Congress to provide a simple 
but guarded process for the extension of the 
bank charters. The Crapo bill does this, 
and it ought to be passed without delay, pos- 
sibly with an amendment requiring the Con- 
troller of the Currency to make a special ex- 
amination before approving an application 
for reorganization instead of leaving it op- 
tional with him to do so or not. No charter 
should be extended except upon a basis as 
solid and substantial as when it was origi- 
nally issued,

LAMSON’S AMERICAN SYMPATHIZERA 

Dr. Lamson, the poisoner of his brother- 
in-law, Perey John, was hanged in London 
yesterday morning. It will be remembered 
that he caused the death of his victim, who 
was an invalid, by administering poison to 
him in capsules, upon the pretense that they 
contained médicine which would aid him to 
get weil, and that the motive of the villain- 
ous murderer was to get possession of a 
sum of money which would belong to him 
by law after the death of his relative. The 
murderer had a fair trial and every oppor- 
tunity to prove his innocence, but he falled 
to disturb or break down the wonderfully 
strong array of circumstantial evidence in 
any particular. He was found guilty by the 
jury and sentenced to be hanged by the 
Court. 

Meanwhile there has been an effort made 
by certain persons in this country, devoftes 
of the emotional-insanity theory, to secure a 
fresh trial for the murderer on the ground of 
insanity, urging in defense of their conduct 
that some relative of his had been sent to an 
insane asylum, and that during our War of 
the Rebellion he had wanted to perform 
amputations where they were not needed, 
and was therefore diseharged from hospital 
service. These persons went so far as to in- 
duce the President to make an official 
request of the English Government to delay 
the penalty until affidavits could arrive from 
this country setting forth the possible insan- 
ity of the prisoner, and the Queen granted a 
respit, which expired yesterday. What the 
affidavits contained, or what official disposi. 
tion was made of them by the English courts, 
we do not yet know, and it ia in reality quite 
immaterial, as on Thursday last Lamson con- 
fessed his crime and acknowledged the jus- 
tice of his sentence. 

In vics. vf this confession and ackuowl- 
edgmeni it may be possible that the mawkish 
sentinfental people in this country, who have 
been trying to interfere with the operation 
of justice in another country, and the Gov- 
ernment itself, now realize that they have 
been playing a very intermeddiing, ridicu- 
lous, if not disgraceful, part. Having played 
the insanity dodge with success so many 
times at home, it is evident that they thought 
this peculiarly American idea might be in- 
troduced in England also. It was met at 
first with indignant protest from the Pnglish 
people and press, and élicited no sympathy 
in their courts, where justice is more exact 
than it is with us. At last the prisoner him- 
self has completely disposed of the Amer- 
jean sentimental dodge by his confession 
and justification of his sentence. 

The ridiculous dénoument in this case cer- 
tainly offers an opportunity for the strongest 
possible protest against this sentiment of fa- 
voring criminals which prevailsin this coun- 
try. It has been seen in the Guiteau case from 
first to last. It was manifested recently in the 
glorification of Jesse James. It is seen in 
the case of every ruman who kills a fellow- 
being, and the more he kills the stronger is 
the sentiment in his favor. It is time that 
healthy public sentiment, the determination 
of law-abiding people that laws shall be en- 
forced, and that criminals shall not escape 
the penalty of their crimes upon this flimsy 
emotional-insanity plea, shall put an end to 
these interferences With justice. It is time 
to recognize it in its true light as an organ- 
ized effort to prevent the punishment of 
murderers and as open sympathy with crime 
and wrong-doers upon the part of men who 
have no idea of moral obligations themselves, 
and who are only kept from committing 
crimes themselves by their fear of the legal 
eonsequencts. It is rapidly spreading. It 
has invaded our own Legislature to such an 
extent that its members will not allow the 
appointment of a commission whose function 
it shall be to ascertain if the legal code 
cannot be so reformed as to secure the pun- 
ishment of criminals and stop up some of 
the numerous avenues by which they escape“ 
so Gasily. What is to de the end of ali this 
if society cannot be protected? What other 
end ean it be than that the people will take 
the law into their own hands? The admin- 
istration of justice by the people is growing 
more frequent than is generally Known. 
Since the Ist of last January there have been 
thirty-eight murderers hanged by the people 
and fifty-three hanged by the law, though 
most of the latter were negroes in the South, 


‘where there is no trouble about hanging un- 


less the murderer is white. In nearly every 
one of the thirty-eight cases of. popular 
hangings the punishment was inflicted be- 
cause everythiag indicated that the murder- 
ers would escape if left to the law. It is not 
likely the people will stop hanging until 
they are assured that the law will punish. 
In the particutar case of the attempted in- 
terference with English justice, its miser- 
able failure onght to be a lesson not only to 
the sentimentalists engaged in it, but to the 
Government as weil. 


Warrtne’s bill tendering the Illinois &

has finally become a law, subject to the ap- 
proval of the people of Illinois at the gen- 
eral election next fall, and of course subject 
also to the acceptance by the United States.

structed the canal. from the proceeds 
of Government-land. bounty; the time has 
come when the commercial interests of the 
country demand a waterway of greater 
capacity as aconnection between the lakes 
and the Mississippi; the State of Ulinois is 
not prepafed to undertake the enlargement of 
the canal for the common benefit of all sec- 
tions; hence it says to the g@jovernment: 
“Take the canal as itis and you will have 
the basis of a ship-eanal, which can be com- 
pleted at comparatively small cost.“ The 
conditions are favorable to both parties, and 
if the Government shall consult the best in- 
terests of the people the canal will be ac- 
cepted and enlarged to the proper dimen- 
sions. The incidental benefit which Chicago 
may derive by thus obtaining a sewer ade- 
quate to its future necessities will not be as 
objectionable to Congress as it has proved to 
be to certain rival communities, Chicago’s 
interests are of National concern, and if 
Congress can be satisfied that the enlarge- 
ment of the IIlinois & Michigan Canal will 
not only advance the commerce of the coun- 
try but at the same time develop the City of 
Chicago as a National centre the acceptance 
of the gift will be assured. 

CROP PROSPECTS, 

The comparatively reduced grain harvests 
of 1881 have now recorded their results, and 
the country whose claim has been of an 
ability to feed the world has been brought 
face to face with a condition of supply and 
demand that its surplus productions com- 
mand a greater price in the warehouses of 
Chicago than they do in foreign ports sup- 
posed to dependent on this country for 
bread, and yet the grain crops of the United 
States suffered only a partial loss, and that 
only when compared with the prolific pro- 
ductions of previous years. Even that fall- 
ing off in 1881 has, however, served to indi- 
cate how great the calamity of a short crop 
would be, and to show how great the bless- 
ing which is promised in the now teeming 
fields of every part of this broad land. 

The season has not been so forward as the 
mildness of the winter indicated, and even 
the first weeks of spring were attended with 
lingering frosts, tempestuous storms, and 
wild and ungovernable floods and deluges, 
laying vast regions under great depths of 
water, and sweeping away in some districts 
the feeble defenses with which men sought 
to protect their lands from the torrents. 
Frosts and biting winds, which seemed to 
have delayed their visits beyond their nat- 
ural season, havé come and gone, but, de- 
spite all these things, the face of the country 
is radiant with the promises of the 
coming season, promises which at this 
date give cheering assurances that 
1882 will be a season generally and universally 
prolific of the fruite of the earth. Even in 
the States and immense districts where the 
great floods seemed to have labored to de- 
stroy all traces of human industry, Nature 
seems to have left upon the soil over which 
the torents poured so long a deposit which 
is destined to give a new and increased fer- 
tility and to yield to man a more bountiful 
harvest than they would had there been no 
deluge and no devastating overflows. 

The means of gathering information as to 
the growing crops are increasing and becom- 
ing more perfect every year, and this season 
unusual interest and care has been given to 
the subject. The reports are all encouraging, 
and this, too, in all the great productions. 

The general crops are cotton, tobacco, 
wheat, corn, other grains, with grass, apd 
the vast pasturage of the cattle herds of the 
plains. 

The improvéd condition of the people of 
the cotton-growing States has enabled them 
to give increased attention to the use of fer- 
tilizers and to a more economical system of 
cultivation in the growth of cotton. The use 
of fertilizers has been greater this year than 
inany preceding one, and though the area 
planted in cotton this year may not be much 
greater than in 1881 the immovement and 
renewal of so much of the soil leads to the 
confident expectation of an increased and 
better crop of the staple, even in excess of 
the liberal crop of the past year. The same 
general report comes from all parts—from 
the Carolinas and Texas, and from Florida, 
as well as from Louisiana and Tennessee, 
The tobacco States feel confident of a full 
crop, Which means à profitable reward for 
the labor. 

The wheat crop of the whole country fur- 
nishes cheerful promises. There may be 
occasional! deficiencies, owing to local causes, 
but the great wheat States show not only a 
large crop, but also excellent condition, 
which, as experience last year demonstrates, 
is of great importance. There is no present 
reason to doubt both a large and a sound 
crop. It Is of course too soon to speak of 
corn, but the conditions are such as to indi- 
cate, as in the case of wheat, a liberal yield 
of corn and upon a largely increased area. 

This year the Southern States will devote 
a much greater part of their lands to corn 
and wheat than they have heretofore done; 
the attempt will be made to cultivate as much 
of the food crops as possible without neglect- 
ing the cotton. 

There may be aloss in some sections of 
fruits, but the general outlook, including 
pasturage, is the same, North and South, 
East and West, of a generous and liberal 
crop, blessing the husbandman, blessing the 
country, and blessing mankind. 

During the past winter there has been 
presented the unusual occurrence of the 
American people importing potatoes, cab- 
bages, and buttér from Europe, and this too 
jp the extent of many millions of dollars. 
It seems to have been a reversal of the 
usual order of things for Chicago to be im- 
porting potatoes from Ireland tor food! 

The only partial taste of a short crop 
which has followed the deficiency of 
breadstuffs in 1881 has resulted in great ad- 
ditions to the cost of living in this country. 
The prices of flour, corn-meal, butter, beef, 
pork, cheese, and vegetables of all kinds have 
been advanced. some of them beyond prece- 
dent, and yet this scarcity was only a redue- 
tion of out. usual great surplus. After this brief 
and temporary experience, we are sure the 
whole people will rejoice at the prospect 
afforded by the returns from all parts of the 
land that the crops of 1882 will show no de- 
ficiency in quality or quantity, and that the 
great harvest will prove as bountiful as any 
of its predecessors.

VEST ON MASSACHUSETTS SENATORS. 

The event of the recent debate in the Sen- 
ate on the new Chinese-Restriction bill was 
Mr. Vest’s speech, in which he roasted 
the Massachusetts Senators by a quick fire. 
Vest is a very eloquent speaker. He was 
surprised to find himself, for almost the first 
time in his life, on the right side of a ques 
tion, and he improved the opportunity to 
demonstrate the inconsistency and hypocrisy 
of the Massachusetts Senators. IIe showed 
that there was atumultamounting to almosta 
riot in Nerth Adams, Mass., when seventy- 
five Chinamen were brought there; that the 
employer had to resort to bulidogs and eal- 
cium lights, and invoke the protection of the 
police on behalf of the Chinese; that an im- 
mense indignation meeting way held; that 
Henry Wilson himself declared in the Sen- 
ate that the importation of Chinese de- 
graded labor should cease; and that almost 
one-half of the peuple of Massachusetts 
voted in favor of a political party that ad vo- 
cated in its platform Chinese restriction. 
This was “ Sand-Lotism in its most aggra- 
vated form in the very heart of Massachu- 
setts; yet Hoar and Dawes exhausted the 
vocabulary of hard words in denouncing the 
people of California of all classes, good and 
bad alike, for tolerating the Sand-Lot party 
in their midst, or being swayed by its man- 
dates. The commotion in North Adams was 
caused by seventy-fiye Chinese. What 
would Massachusetts have done if there had 
been 75,000, as there were in California? To 
quote Vest’s words: 


Put that proportion of Chinese in Massachu- 
setts and the eloquent stump-specches made at 
North Adams would pot amount to the first let- 
ter in the aifabet compared to the vehement el- 
oquence of my distinguished friends from Mas- 
savhusetts. Put the same proportion of Obi- 
nese at Piymouth Rock, and what would avail 
the memory of the iliustrious men who brought 
with them civil and religious liberty to those his- 
toric shores? Kesolutions, and stump-speeches, 
and appeais to Congress would take the place of 
the esthetic barangues which we hear today. 


But this is not all. Vest touched the Mas- 
sachusetts statesmen on the raw when he al- 
luded to the polygamous practices of the Chi- 
nese. 


But a few weeks have elapsed—a few days, I 
might say—since the velvety ears and silken 
consciences of the geutlemen in this chamber 
were lacerated and torn over the crime of poly 
amy, and we passed a bill of attainder, as | hon- 
estly believe, to strike down polygamy upon the 
plains of Utah. There must be but one wife iu 
our God-ioving and God-fearing civilization. 
Break through the Constitution, tear down its 
prohibidon, fora man shall dave but one wife 
and one concubine in this God-fearing and God- 
loving country of ours. But today these same 
geotiemen ure here, exhaust in logic, me | 
rhetoric, tearing the language to tatters, to tei 
you these Chinese, whose religion is polygamy, 
whose religion it is to Bave all the wives 
they can buy and all the concubines 
they can barter for, shall be rmitted to come 
in hordes to this country. ore polygamy in 
the shape of Chinese, but none for white men 
who are our citizens. That is the docrine which 
is preached today. The Chinese are not only 
practical polygamists, but it is their religion. 
There is not an American instinct among them. 
The Emperor is the head of the Church and the 
head of the State, and despotic in everything, 
both as to Church and State. They come ainong 
us and are fungi upon our bod litic, and they 
take from California $45,000, annually to be 
carried back to the Celestial Kingdom. Even 
when dead as part of their contract and part of 
their religion the dead-cart comes to carry back 
their polygamous ashes to the graves of their 
polygamous sires. 


Vest is ridiculously wrong about polygamy, 
but not more so than Massachusetts is 
about Chinese restriction. The argument 
was sound from the speaker’s point of view, 
and it drove the iron home to the soul of 
Dawes and Hoar, It was a remarkable

THE SECOND CHINESE BILL PASSES THE 
SENATE. 


The Chinese Restriction bill passed the 
Senate yesterday by a vote of 32 to 15. All 
the amendments recommended by the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations were, with 
three exceptions, incorporated in the bill. In 
Sec. 5 the following phrase, providing for 
the identification of Chinese persons now in 
the country who may go out and reénter, was 
stricken out by the committee and restored 
by the Senate: “And who shall produce to 
the Collector of the port in the United States 
at which such vessels arrive the evidence 
hereinafter in this act required, of his being 
one of the laborers in the section mentioned.“ 
The fourteenth section of the bill, prohipit- 
ing the naturalization af the Chinese, and 
the fifteenth section, defining Chinese labor- 
ers to be both skilled and unskilled laborers, 
and Chinese employed in mining, were re- 
tained in the bill by votes of 25to 17 and 2% 
to 20 respectively. These were the only im- 
portant amendments presented by the Sen- 
ate committee, and they were disagreed to. 

The other amendments, with one excep- 
tion, were trifling and hypercritical changes 
ot phraseology suggested by the exacting | 
taste of Senator Edmunds. The exception 
wasan amendment fixing the penalty for 
bringing Chinese persons into the United 
States at $1,000 for a single offense, what- 
ever the number of Chinese included in it 
may be. This amendment would have 
some significance were it not for the further 
provision of the law that Chinese persons so 
brought in must be removed to the country 
whence they were brought. There can, 
consequently, be no temptation for anybody 
to pay the fine ana break the law, especially 
as forfeiture of the vessel on which Chinese 
are brought, as well as the fine, is a part of 
the penalty. 

The debate of the new bill in the Senate 
has been sufficiently astonishing. It may be 
said, with entire respect to the Senate, that 
not a single Northwestern Senator except 
Cameron of Wisconsin has exhibited the 
least Intelligence in regard to the bill, or the 
momentous interests involved in it, or the 
sentiments of the country which they repre- 
sent. Cameron has voted against degraded 
labor from first to last, and he deserves honor 
and credit for the position he has taken. 

As to the clause of the bill which prohibits 
the introduction of skilled laborers, and 
which was vigorously objected to by certain 
Senators, there can be no doubt it was strict- 
ly in accordance with the meaning and lan- 
guage of the treaty. It is declaratory merely, 
aud is intended to prevent the misedn- 
strucuion of the law through permitting the 
“ put upon the bill by the Chinese Mipis- 
ter in his veto message to pass unnoticed.

Minister on this point, as will be seen in the 
foll6wing extract from the veto message of 
the former:

N NAVAL POWERS, 

The naval estimates laid before the Cham- 
ber of Deputies in France have attracted 
much attention in Europe, as they show a 
very decided increase upon the present naval 
foree of the Government in every direction. 
The sum applied fur is $43,933,235—an in- 
crease of $10,000,000 over the amount voted 
for the present year. The navy in commis- 
sion will consist of 174 sail, as against 164 
now in commission, and a torpedo service is 
to be added. The number of men afloat will 
be 28,223, against 27,126, the present number. 
According to the official reports the French 
navy is much stronger than been gen- 
erally supposed. It has twenty-six ironelads 
of the first class the most powerful one of 
which, well named the Formidable,“ has 
three 100-ton turret guns, twelve fourteen- 
centimetre guns, and eight Hotchkiss re- 
volving cannon; fifteen ironclads of the sec- 
ond class; seven ironclad coastguard ships; 
nine second-class vessels of the same kind; 
and seven floating batteries. Besides this 
tronciad fleet, France has fourveen fast first 
class, twenty-one second-class, and nineteen 
third-class cruisers, sixteen first-class and 
five second-ciass gunboats, forty-two trans 
ports, nineteen dispatch-boats, ten tenders, 
and twenty-four chaloupes. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times furnishes the following statistics of 
the ironclad strength of the other Conti- 
nental Powers, which are of interest, in com- 
parison with the French strength: 


Of the other European Powers Germany has 
five ironclad frigates, two tower-ships, seven 
ironciad corvets, thirteen ironclad gcun-boats, 
two ditto for river serwice, and eight torpedo 
vessels. The French have nive, but do not pub- 
lish any particulars about them. Austria bas 
sever ironciad vessels, and two jronciad mon- 
tors on the Danube and Save. Turey bas - 
teen irondclads. Swetien bas four tronelad 
ships aid ten ironclad gun-beats. The iron- 
cled fleet of Russia consists of twenty-nine ves- 
seis, all told. Portugal has but one: Italy eight- 
een; Holland twenty-five: Spain five; Denmark 
two ironclad fri A five monitors, and two 
torpedo-bvats. reece, with one ironciad cor- 
vet and one central fort vessel, brings this list 
of European navies to a close. 


Several of the European papers have re- 
cently criticised the new French army bill, 
which Umits the time of service to three 
years and does away with volunteering, 
thereby making service compulsory, as ind“ 
cating a decadence of military strength. It 


is evident, however, from the estimates, that 


the naval strength of France is not on the 
wane. On the other hand, with the excep- 
tion of England, she is the strongest of the 
naval Powers in Europe. It may even be 
questioned, with the addition of ten more 
powerful ironclads to her fleet and of a com- 
plete torpedo service, whether she would 
not prove a formidable opponent for En- 
gland in a naval fight. What political sig- 
nificance there may be in this remarkable 
increase does not appear: but it is pretty 
certain that, in case of any trouble On the 
north coast of Africa, or with reference to 
Egypt, France will be in a condition to take 
care of herself on the Mediterranean. The 
inerease can certainly have no special ref- 
erence to Germany, nor was it necessary 
for the intimidation of Italy. Is England the

TREE-CULTURE. 


Yesterday’s Proceedings in the Ameri« 
ean Forestry Oongress—Papers Bead 
by Distinguished Scientists. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

CINCINNATI, O., April 23.—At the meeting of 
the Forestry Congress today papers were read 
as follows: “Insects,” by Prof. Saunders, of 
Ontario; “The Distribution of Conifers in the 
United States, by Dr. George Vasey, Washine- 
ton, D. G.: “ Decay and Preservation of Wood.“ 
Prof. Clark, Cincinnati; “Importance of Ex- 
perimental Forest Stations,” Prof. Love, Ciuein- 
mati; “Profits of Durabie Trees, Dr. A. Fur- 
ness, Danville, Ind.; Natural Growth of Forest 
Trees,“ C. David, Madison, Ind. 

One of the most practical papers read today 
was that of Mr. C. David, of Madison, Ind., on 
e Natural Growth of Forest Trees.” He 
said that in 1846 he entereda piece of Govern- 
ment land in Holt County, Missouri. It was then 
a beautiful piece of level prairié, bearing a 
heavy coat of prairie-grass, whioh buroed of 
annually when dry. A few years later emigrants 
settied all about it, broke their soil, and stopped 
the fires, and a short time thereafter 
a very thiek growth of young tim- 
ber came up all over his land of 
160 acres,andad in 1857, eleven years after he 
bought the land, the timber would average the 
size of a man’s large fager, and a perfect 
thicket of almost every variety of timber, eon- 
sisting of wild plums, sumae, black wai nut, wild 
eberry, hickory, and ash, the majority being 
black waloat. The wild ped wainut, hick- 
ory, and ash amore rapidiy’than the other 
species, and in 1871, fourteen years after, the 
timber was large eho for raiiroad 
ties—eight inches across the face—and 
now in 1682 eleven years after, they 
are from twelve to sixteen inches through. 
This forest bas ihinned itself, or, in other words, 
nature bas done the thinning. The dense shade 
of the trees of the most rapid growtb bas killed 
out the smaller or undergrowth, unt:l now the 
trees art far envuugh apart to deveiop into their 
natural size. The paper excited much interest, 
and it was asked if any one could account for 
the spontaneous growth. Several suggestions 
were offered, but no satisfactory answer was 
given.

THE FUNERAL PROCESSION. 
Special Cable. 

Loxpox, April W.— Dr. Lamson was banged at 
9 o'clock this morning. He was calm and com- 
posed. Only three reporters were present at 
the hanging. The procession entered the yard 
of the prison at 8:55, when the prison-bell was 
tolling the death-knell. The chaplain beaded 
the procession. He was followed by two prison 
officials. The prisoner, who, until the time of 
starting, had been calm and composed, looked 
awfully pale and dejected, and was very nerv- 
ous. He was supported by wardens on either 
side, and was with difficulty able to descend the 
steps to the yard. 

HE WAS MET BY MARWOOD, 
the executioner, at the footof the steps. The 
prisoner was bareheaded. The operation of 
pinioning him seemed interminable. He sub- 
mitted without a word, and hardly seemed to 
appreciate what was going on. From the steps 
there was a distance of sixty yards to traverse 
to the gallows. Lamson was supported with 
dificuity from this point tothe scaffold. He 
swayed backwards and forwards and stared 
wildly around him. 
WHEN PLACED UNDER THE NOOSE 
the chaplain, who appeared much affected, be- 
gan to read the burial service. Lamson in tne 
meanwhile being supported by two jallers. Just 
before the cap was adjusted he cast down his 
eyes with a look of extreme despair. Death was 
instantaneous. The drop was nine feet. The 
chaplain remained by the gallows repeating the 
Lord's Prayer. The body remained hanging one 
hour. 
AT A FORMAL INQUEST 
the surgeon who made the examination testified 
that Lamson bad been properly executed. His 
peck was not dislocated, and his features wore 
a placid expression. With the exception of a 
slight red mark around the neck there was 
nothing to indicate a violent death. The jury 
gave a verdict in accordance with the evidence. 
THE ‘“‘LANCET” 
utterly fails to perceive a particle of evidence 
demonstrating the insanity of Dr. Lamson. 
THE “xEws” 
believes that if Dr. Lamson had been reprievea 
on the ground of insanity, it would be impossi- 
ble to punish any criminals who eould show that 
indulgence in sedatives and narcotics had weak- 
their physical and mentai condition. 

N QUITE A LARGE CROWD 
from the lower orders gathered outside the jail 
early to witness the hoisting of the black flag— 
the signal of the execution. The fact that the 
flagstaff was not erected until after dark yester- 
day caused some to think a reprieve was to be 
granted at the last moment on account of the 
royal marriage. 

THE CHAPLAIN OF THE JAIL 
visited Dr. Lamson at 7 o'clock this morning and 
engaged in prayer with bim. 
THE CONDEMNED 
wore an ordinary dress, not the garb of a con- 
vict. He partook of a good breakfast. 
THE PRISONER'S PEDIGREE. 

Dr. George Henry Lamson, who was hanged 
in Wandsworth jail, Surrey, in London, today, 
Was only % years of age. His father is ad Epis- 
eopal clergyman,who has at various times 
officiated in Paris and other European cities, and 
is now stationed in Florence. On his mother’s 
side he is descended from one of the best known 
and oldest families in New York. His ancestors 
went to America when the Duteh occupied 
the colony of New Amsterdam. The family was 
prominent for its patriotism during the Revolu- 
tion, and the gteat-grandfather of 
Dr, Lamson was Gen. Phillip Schuyler, 
one of Gen. Washington's most trusted 
commanders. Robert Schuyler, the father 
of Lamson’s mother, though esteemed 
through the greater part of his life, was at last 
revealed as a plunderer of treasures given into 
his charge. It was shown that he had been con- 
cerned in large railway forgeries and frauds. 
Though a married man he moved among bis 
large circle of acquaintances asa bachelor. On 
the discovery of his rascalities he escaped to 
Canada, and from there to Europe in a sailing 
vessel, where his wife and children followed 
him. He died at Nice on the [ith of November, 
1855. Lamson went to Paris from America 


the, Edinburg Oollegwe of Physicians and Sur- 
geous. He for some time resided in Rotherfieid, 
and was medical officer ot the Rotherfield and 
Mayfield Orphanages. 

CAREER AS A SURGEON. 

During the Franco-Prussian war in 1870-'71 he 
served us assistant surgeon in the French Am- 
bulance Corps. He was engaged at the siege 
and capture of the French capital. In 1876 he 
went to the Orient, where he had charge of a 
Servian hospith! at Semendria. In the follow- 
ing year when the Russo-Turkish war broke 
out be did some good work in Roumania. He 
was in the Russian Red Cross service. He re- 
ceived a testimonial of thanks at the hands of 
Princess Elizabeth of Roumania for bis efficient 
services as Inspector of Military Huspitais. 
During bis stay in the Hast he had a 
severe attack of fever, which completely 
undermined bis nealtn. In order to relieve 
the pains in his head resulting theréfrom he 
eoutracted the morphine habit. He had con- 
ferred on him for bis seit- sacrificing labors the 
Legion of Honor, the Itoti Cross of Prussia, the 
Order of Medjidie, and the Star of Roumania. 
He returned from the seat of wur to Kugland. 
Up to about 4 year previous to the murder for 
which he today paid the penalty he tad au un- 
remunerative practice ia Bournemouth, Hamp- 
shire. He was, while there, for sume time 
Lieutenant of the local artillery corps, and took 
a prominent part in the St. John ambulance 
service. It April last ne visited thé United 
States and remained there several months. It is 
rumored here that he was if some Way con- 
nected with. the sudden demise of a brother of 
Perey John last fall. 

HISTORY OF THE CRIMB, 

The crime for which Dr. Lamsou met his death 
on the gallows was as follows; About 7 o'clock on 
the evening of the ad of December, 1831, Dr. Lam- 
son called to see his brother-in-law at Bienheim 
House School, St. George's road, Wimbledon. 
Mr. William Henry Bedbrook, the Principal, was 
present at the interview and produced some 
sherry for his pupil's guest. When Dr. Lamson

PLACED UNDER ARREST, 


Yard on Dec. 8 stating that be had ascertained 

that his brother-in-law bad died, and that his 

name had been connected with the lad's sudden 

demise. He was at oace placed under arrest. Dr. 

Tuomas Bond, F. R. C. S., lecturer on medicine at 
Westminster Hospital. made a post-mortem ex- 

amination of\the remains of the deceased on the 
6th of Decemver. Acotite was found in the 
viscera on analysing them. The alkaloid de- 
rived from the contents of the stomach, when in- 
jected into mice, killed mem. The Coroner's in- 
quest was brought to a close on the 18th of Janu- 

ary by a verdict of willful murder against Lam- 
son. At the examination it was shown by Mr. St. 
John Wontner, who appeared for the prosecu- 
tion, that Lamson had, on Nov. . purchased 
twograins of aconite. Upon the examination 

ot powders prepared by Lamson it was disvov- 

ered that, though many Contained only quinine, 
a number were ot aconite in fatal quantities. 
One of them alone would have killed a hundred 
persons. These powders had been sent by Lam- 

son to his brother-in-law. 

TRIAL AND SENTENCE. 

On the 8th of March Lamson was placed on 
trial for his life in the Central Criminal Court, 
The case was conducted by the Treasury. 
The evidence was mainly circumstantial. It 
was proved that on the death of Lamson's 
victim the sum of 4650 to which he 
was entitled would revert to his sister, the wife 
of the condemned man. It was shown that 
shortly before the murder the doetor was in 
great need of funds. On the I4th of March Mr. 
Montague Williams summed up for the defense. 
Sir Farrer Herscheil, the Solicitor-Generel, re- 
plied for the Crown. At forty-five minutes past 
2 o'clock Justice Hawkins began his charge 
to the jury, and did not finish until dark. 
The twelve good men and true then left the 
oourt- room, and after an absence of half au 
hour they returned, filing slowly to theirseats in 
the box. Two of the jurymen were weeping. 
After arising, the foreman,in a voice husky 
with emotion, pronounced the word “ Guilty.” 
Lamson, who bad arisen on the return of the 
jury, gave way for a moment, He soon regained 
his composure, and, folding bis arms and lifting 
up his eyes, said: I protest my innocence be- 
fore God.“ The Judge then, putting on the 
black cap, sentenced Lamson to death. He was 
at once taken to Wandsworth Jal, which is the 
county prison of Surrey for the Wimbiedon dis- 
trict, where he was banged. The th of April 
was fixed as tne day for the execution. While 
the jury was out deliberating on a verdict Lam- 
son signed his will, which had been previously 
drawn up at bis own request. 

EFFORTS TO 8KCURE CLEMENCY. 

Strenuous and successful efforts were made 
to obtain a reprieve by friends in America, 
The matter was laid before the State Depart- 
ment on aflidavits showing that several of Lam- 
son's relatives bad died insane, and Minister 
Lowell was cubled, on order of President Ar 
thur, to apply foradelay in the execution of 
the deatn sentence until documentary evi- 
dence could be reviewed by the Government 
These affidavits were prepared by responsible 
persons, and were accompanied by papers pre- 
sented by a Dr. Von Kiein, of Hamilton, O., to 
the British Consui at Cincinnati, showing that 
Dr. Lameon bad great faith In aconite as an in- 
fallibie cure. These efforts resulted in two re- 
prieves, delaying the exéoution from April 4 
until yesterday.

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

The crime for which these three negroes 
hanged bere today was arson—the burni 
Greenvitie Operu- one of the b somest 
build in this city. Only four years ago the 
Svutb Carolina Legislature enacted a law mak- 

arson a capital crime, and these nogroes 
are its first victims. Some eight wonths ago, 
who had burned a private

lynched. The perpetrators of this second in- 
cendiurism were five negroes, the youngest of 
whom was 16 and the oldest 40 years of age. 
They were residents of Greenville, and thtee of 
them bore very bad reputations; the other two 
were well thought of by the community. After 
two trials, two Appeals, and under the third sen- 
tence, they were today successfully launched 
into eternity. At the first trial there were five 
defendants—¥leteher Maddox, Pleasant Adams, 
William Dodson, Richard Bates and Joseph Bur- 
ton. All except , who was only 16 years 
old, had families in Greenvule. 

CONCEPTION AND MOTIVE OF THE CRIME. 

The robbery and incendiarism were conceived 
on the night of Dev. 5, 1879, by two of the par- 
ties, on the 6ih the other three being taken into 
the conspiracy. The plan agreed upon was to 
first rob the grocery establishment of Mesers. 
Sloun & Co., situated, with two other stores, un- 
der the opera-house, where they were con- 
dent they could secure a large amount of money. 
Between the hours of 2 and 3 o'clock, in the 
morning of Dec. 7, their diabolical plans were 
consummated. Their scheme, although sudden- 
iy conceived, was cunningly plaun and dar- 
ingly executed. The opera-house, which was 
one of the tinest buildings of the kind io the 
South, had recently been completed. The lower 
floor was used for mercantile purposes, and on 
the second floor Mr. Sveers and his family occu- 
pied sleeping dpartments. Some of the gang 
suggested that the :obbery should be done early 
in the night of the 6th, but Maddox and Dobson 
insisted that it should be deferged until all the 
business places were closed and the inhabitants 
of the town were asleep. They met carliy— 
about 9 o’ciock—and talked the mutter over.

The occupants of the buiid- 
ing barely escaped with their lives, losing al 
else they possessed. 1 
CLEVER DETECTIVE WORK. 

Early the next morn the work of investi- 
gation began. It was felt certain that the fire 
was the work of incendiaries and not accidental, 
and intense excitement pervaded the com- 
munity. Had the guilty persons been discov- 
ered y would surely have been lynched near 
the theatre of their diabolical exploits. But 
nobody seemed to know anything about the de- 
tails of the affair, and none kuew whom to sus- 
pect. Every possibie effort was made to ferret 
out the guilty ies, and one of Pinkerton’'s 
detectives, Mr. Curtis, wus enlisted in the work. 
He began his secret investigations early in De- 
cember, and continued his work until February, 
when he pounced down upon Maddox and Dod- 
son. who, finding themselves caught, made full 
confessions implicating the other three; these, 
however, when arrested, asserted their inno- 
cence. But ali five were locked up after a pre- 
liminary examination to await their trial before 

rt of Genera! Sessions. 


THEIR TRIAL AND COXVICTION. 


When the court met nere in April, 1880, Judge 
Thomson presiding, the five prisoners were 
arraigned for trial on an indictment for 
arson. They all pleaded not 
except Maddox, .who pleaded guilty, and 
was senten to be hanged on the isth of 
June following. Maddox piayed an infamous 
part throughout, but he was the only one of the 


five who escaped puniahment. At the request 


of the solicitor engaged in the case, Gov. 

agood uted a full rdon to Maddox, 80 
that the State could use bim as a witness to con- 
viet the other four. The case elicited much 
public comment, and the great interest in the 
ap 2 ee felt by the commnoity was attested 

the large crowds of whites and biacks that 
daily thronged the court-room. The best legal 
talent was employed on both sides. A large 
number of witnesses were examined for the 
prosecution, but the expectation of a conviction 
résted mainly on the confessions of the two de- 
fendaypts, Maddox and Dodson, though the latter 
now recanted and vehemently denied any com- 
plicity in the burning. After much time and 
trouble an admirable jury was impaneied. 
Several days were consumed in the trial, and 
finally the jury rendered a verdict of “ guilty,” 
and the telons were sentenced to suffer death on 
the galluws. 

THE LAW'S DELAYS. 


The industrious lawyers for the defense, not 


satistied with the resuit, sought to obtain a new 
trial. The Judge, bowever, refused the motion, 
and an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
where the entire case was argued over again. 
That tribunal, purely on technical grounds, 
granted a second trial, and case was re- 
manded to the lower court. In April, 1881, the 
case was tried anew before Judge Hudson. This 
was but a repetition of the first trial, and a ver- 
dict ot guilty" was promptiy rendered. They 
were aguin condemned to die, and today the 
judgment of the law was enforced, much to the 
gratification of the good people of this thrifty 
“Mountain City.” I find here a unattmous 
opinion of the negroes’ guilt. Even tbe mem- 
bers of their own race with whom I have talked 
admit the justice of their deatn.

Mr. Abbot moved in amendment that, 
the Grand Trunk shareholders being unwilling 
to leave the direction of the affairs of the com- 
pany to the present board, the following 
gentiemen be elected members of a new board 
to carry into effect the Grand Trunk proposals: 
Lord Bury, President; Doughty Brown, 
Director of the London, Tilbury & 
South End Railway; Col. Chaplin, Great North- 
ern; James Charies, Great Eastern; Maj. Dixon, 
London, Chatham & Dover Railway; John Morn- 
ham, retired stock broker; and that the board 
retain the present Secretary. The Chairman 
stated that the meeting bad no legal power to 
elect a new board, but the present Directors 
would resign if the shareholders desired. Mr. 
Abbot's resolution was carried by a large ma- 
jority. Lord Grey stated thdt as soon as the new 
Directors presented themselves the old board 
would retire.” 

EFFECT OF THE NEWS. 

A number of gentlemen convected with rail- 
ways were interviewed about the matter.

The St. Louis Lines Make Another Ef- 
fort to Bring About an Advance in 
Rates to Kansas City, but the Ohicageo 
Lines Can't See It.

uon. 

The present movement to advance Kansas 
City passenger rates emanated frum the St. 
Louis lines, which, owing to the late action of 
the Eastern trunk lines in advancing Kansas 
City rates from the East to regular tarif fgures, 
are suffering severely. Under the present ar- 
rangement passengers can go trom New York 
to Kansas ow! via Chicago for $25 by 
purchasing a ticket to Chicaro for $20 and 
another at Chicago to Kansas City for $5. 
The rate from New York to St. Louis is $23.50, 
and from St. Louis to Kansas Uity $4, which 
makes the rate from New York to Kansas City 
via St. Louis $27.50, or $2.50 more than via Chi- 


caso. If the Chicago roads had cogsented to 


make the rate to Kansas City $7.50, the rate 
frum New York would have been the same via 
St. Louis or Chicago. Such au arrangement 
would be detrimental to the interests of the 
Chicago roads as long as the unlimited tickets 
sold by the Wabash for $5 and less are still in 
the field, because it would bring these tickets 
into the market, and the Wabash would conse-

Immigration and Other News in the 
Cream City.

MILWAUKEE, April 28.—The Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul officiais have just been requested 
by citizens of Mankato and other points in 
Southern Minnesota to aid them in turning the 
tide of immigration from the northern part of 
Minnesota and Dakota to the southern portion 
of the former State. The officials bere state 
that the Dakota fever bas been to a great extent 
the. occasion for the lack of attention that is 
being paid to the development of Southern 
Minnesota. Farmers from every section of 
the State are leaving their bomes for 
this new country.

The Lemont Quuarrymen. 

Sheriff Mann returned from nis trip to Le- 
mout late Thursday night, and a reporter ques- 
tioned him yesterday as to the trouble with the 
striking querrymen.

The men 
were brought tothe city and locked up at the 
Harrison Street Station, Yeusterday they were 
taken before Justice M and their cases 
were continued until Thw y at Wa. m. in 
bonds of each. case against 
John mith was dismissed. Madden save 
bail for bis appearance, and the other four were 
locked up. Other arrests will probably be made. 
The others of the stone vompanies say that they 
expect no further trouble, as the ringleaders 
have been put under arrest. Many of the 
strikers huve gone to work elsewhere. and but 
few are said to remain in Lemont. Stone is be- 
ing received bere daily from Lemont, and the 
companies claim that with their preseat force 
they can supply all demands. New hands are 
being sent out to the quarries every day. No 
serious trouble is anticipated. 


The Strike of Carpenters at Toronto 
Virtually Ended, 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicage Tribuna. 

Toronto, April 28,—The carpenters’ strike is 
virtually ended and the men will go back to 
work on Monday morning. The joint meeting 
between a deputation from the men and one 
from the employers resulted in a proposition 
being drawn out as follows: The Joint Commit- 
tee of the men and employers to select a Chair- 
man, who shall préside at a meeting to be held 
in the month of January of each year to decide 
the rate of wages for the follow twelve 
months; cha if any, mot to take place 
before the ist of May of e year;

A Scheme to Pension Disabled County 
Judges.

A FOLDING BRIDGE. 

A model of a bridge which the inventor, Mr. 
D. G. Powers, of Milwaukee, believes will sup- 
plant the existing means of communication was 
exhibited yesterday.

It is intended to be worked by steam-power, 
and the invéntor claims that a ten · horse- power 
engine can swing it in thirty seconds.

His Lite of Bacon“ was and is a pon- 
derous yet complete vindication of the fame of 
the author of Novum Organum from the u- 
tacks of other writers as it is also the most 
voluminous wemoir of Bacon ever written. 
Mr. Spedding was preparing this Life“ when 
Macaulay's essa on Bacon appeared in 
the Kdinburg Review. Stung by the elab- 
orate libel” contained in this essay, Mr. 
Spedding branched off into writing a pre- 
liminary work devoted to an analysis of 
Macaulay’s essay, and incidentally embody- 
ing in a condensed form the leading facts 
in Bacon's life. This “preliminary” work 
makes two substantial volumes, and is now vub- 
lished for the firsttime.

A new rheometer for measuring currents at 
different depths has beea devised by Scardoua. 
it acts by pulses generated at intervals, accord- 
ing to the speed of the current, ina tube, and af- 
fecting a bell. It is ctaimed to surpass Amsler's 
rheometer in simplicity as well as in its indica- 
tions or signaling. 


MM. Brin have, Les Mondes informs us, greatly 
improved the manufacture of oxygen by Bous- 
singault’s process of peroxidizing and reoxidiz- 
ing barium. Yhis material, after Lemg used 
400 times, was found not to be deteriorated. 
MM.Brin expect to be abie to supply oxygen oa 
a large scale at twelve to fifteen centimes per 
cubic métre. 


M. Dumas read before the Académie des Sci- 
ences on March 6 a paper “On the Normal Car- 
bonic Avid of Atmospheric Air.” He notices the 
defects of several methods of measu rewent, but 
commends the exactness of M. Keiset’s method, 
— ang og A 8 — results, that three vol- 
umes in n ousand represent the 
ratio of carbonic acid in the air. — 


MM. Allard, Le Bianc, Janbert, Potier, and 
Tresca reported to the Académie des Sciences on 
the 6th inst. their experiments on a Faure 
secondary battery of thirty-five elements. ‘The 
charging of the battery required 1.458 horse- 
power of mechanical work during twenty-two 
bours forty-tive minutes. Sixty per sent of the 
work, or 6,382,100 kilograms, thus stored was 
recovered in the discharge, Maxim lamps being 
used. 


M. Clémadot at the Séance of the Académie 
des Sciences of March 13 communicated his new 
method of tempering steel and other metals, 
which promises to be exceedingly useful. The 
metal is brought to a cherry- beat, and then 
strongly com tne p re being main- 
tained until the steel is quite cold. Metals thus 
treated acquire great hardness, and when pol- 
ished resembie nickel steel, retaining magnetism 
in a remarkable manner. 


The Roman Catholic mission appears to have 
failed to establish itself at the court of the Zulu 
Chief Umzila, on the east coast of South Africa. 
The death of Father Law, cousin of Lord Elien- 
borough, has been followed by the death of 
Father Wenl at Sofala; the lay members of the 
| mission worked their way back to the Matabele 
country andthe kraal of Lo Benguela, where 
they bave another mission. the sume time a 
rumor bas reached France Father Depel- 
chiu, the Superior of the Roman Catholic mis- 
sion on the Upper Zambesi, has beeu massacred. 
—Athenmeum. 


Mr. W. Marxownikoff, of Moscow, has been in- 
vestigating the so-called desaggreration of tin. 
Some tin cans kept in one of the Government 
buildings during cold weather showed blisters, 
tden holes, and flually teil to powder. This phe- 
nomenon has been several times observed. A 
very remarkable case was reported by Oude- 
mans and Watz. A good commercial tin was, 
during its transport from Rotterdam to Moscow 
in a very cold winter, changed into a gray pow- 
der. Mr. Markownikof® finds that the process 
of change having commeaced cannot be stopped 
by removing the caus to a warm room. The de- 
struction, however, ceased if the spots were cut 
out. Hethinks that moro or less rapid cooling 
predisposes the metal to desaggeregation, that it 
is favored by a low temperature and is acceler- 
ated by vibration. 


The following ts from the Times of India: 
“During the repaics of the telegraph cable near 
Bombay, the steamers Chiltern and Great

The London Times deacribes a recent trial of a 
new musical instrumcoat invented by Mr. Bailie 
Hamilton, which resembies in shape and in the 
means of producms sound the harmouium or 
cabioet organ.

Count Ernest von Hésse-Wartegg read a pa- 
recently before the New York Academy of 
ences ou “ The Submarine Tunnel between 
Engiand and France.” He described geo- 
loreal formation of the rocks under the Eu- 
giish Channel, Which. he said, would render such 
a scheme feasible, and spoke ot the great facili- 
tics that such a tunnel would furnish for travel 
and transmission of merenandise. From a com- 
mercial point of view the undertak would be 
a profitable one, for at present some ! 000 pas- 
songers anuually crossed between England and 
the Continent and about 8500. 000. 0% worth of 
ds were carried. Of the eutire trade botween 
ritain and the Conttueut the tunnel company, 
it is estimated, would do a business to the extent 
of £1,200,000 annually and net £732,000, or T4 per 
cent, on the capital invested. Of the feasibility 
of the enterprise there was no doubt, as it had 
been shown that the chalk formation of the bed 
of the channel was impervious, or almost im- 
pervious, to water. The tunnel would be 
twenty-four feet wide by nineteen fect 
high, barrel-shaped, and lined with brick, 
waich, however, would not touch the 2 
part of the chalk roof, but leave a space be- 
tween, so as to allow whatever water might leak 
through to escape co the bottom. The highest 
purt of the tunuel would be to the middie of the 
channel, and from this point the tunnel wouid 
accline toward England and France, so us to ul- 
low the water to ow off.

the weather may be, and has so uoder control 
the whole of manufacturing butter 
that neither heat nor coid can injure its 
quality, he has yet a wide range for the display 
of business talent ia putting his product on the 
market to the best possible advantage. in my 
recent contribution to the Tribune upon the 
subject of ensilage, I bad to do with the primary 
de ent of dairyimg—the economical pro- 
duction of milk. In — — I bang with — 
commercial part of the business, for I am con- 
via that’ the fancy price—the “dollar-a- 

nd is more in the fancy customer than in 
the fancy butter. Writers who have Written 
learnedly about print-butter, and have sought 
to have their readers believe that if they should 
roduce a really choice grade of butter and put 
tin prints, they could readily obtain from 75 
cents to $1 per pound for it, bave ignored the 
very first requisit for for success in the fancy 
butter business.

gant expectations of fancy prices. 


Steam Plowing in Iowa. 
Oherokee (1a.) Times. 

Mr. H. C. Wheeler, of Odeboidt, is the most ex- 
tensive farmer in the State of Iowa. He owns 
in a solid body 6,200 acres of landadjoining 
Odeboldt. For some time he bas been experi- 
menting with the problem of plowing by steam- 
power. There bas not been a feasibie attempt 
made in that direction for some years that Mr. 
Wheeler bas not investigated either by corre- 
spondence or by personal visit to the place. At 
the Centennial he spent several weeks looking 
over the various devices for steam plowing, and 
he has traveled thousands of miles to witness 
experiments. He says so far all are practical 
failures. He is of the opinion, however, that be 
has himseif succeeded in wetting a machine that 
is practicable. Heretofore two separate princi- 
ples have becn used, one by stanonary engines, 
one at each ead of the field; the other mov- 
ing traction engines. The first meth is not 
adapted for popular use, the engines requiring 
to be moved at much expense. lu the other 
case an engine to move and piow at the same 
time is too cumbersome and expensive. Mr. 
Wheeler bas now an engine, constructed at Osh- 
kosh and putto work on hig farm last week, 
embracing both principles. The engine is run 
ahead 500 feet, then by a cable a system of ten 
plows is drawn up, the cable winding on a cylin- 
der. Wheu drawn up, the engive is run on 
again, and so on to the end. Mr. Wheeler. says 
he can piow thirty acres a day at a cost of 2% 
cents an acre. He has not so fully demonstrated 
the working of bis machine as to pronounce it 
perfect, but believes it will prove every way ac- 
ceptable to the wants of farmers.

Training Vicious Horses, 
N Ohio Farmer. 

Anew and very simple method of training 
vicious horses was exhibited in West Philadei- 
phia recently, and the manner in which some of 
the wildest borses were subdued was astonishing. 
The first trial was that of a kicking or “bucking” 
mare, which her owner said had allowed no rider 
on her back for a period of least five years. She 
became tame in about as many minutes, and al- 
lowed herself to be riddea about without a sign 
of her former wildness. The meansby which the 
result was accomplished was by a piece of light 
rope which was passed around the front jaw of 
the mare just above the upper teeth, crossed in 
her mouth,and thence secured back of her neck. 
It was clatmed, that no horse will kick or jump 
when thus secured, and that a “ horse. after re- 
ceiving the treatment u few times, will abandon 
his vicious ways forever. A very simple method 
was also shown by which a kicking horse could 
It consisted in counecting the animal's 
head and tail by means of a rope fastened to the 
tall and then to the bit, and then drawn tightly 
enough to incline the animal's head to one side. 
This, it is claimed makes it absolutely impossi- 
bie for the horse to kick on the side of the rope. 
At the same exhibition a borse whieh for many 
years had to be bound on the ground to be shod 
suffered the blacksmith to operate on him with- 
out attempting to kick while secured in the man- 
ner :

COTTON-SAVING. 


Suggestions from Mr. Edward Atkinson 
~Soathern Carclesness and Stupidity— 
A Waste of $60,000,000 a Vear—Hew 
This May Be Remedied with Improved 
Ginning Houses — Opportunities for 
Northern Capital. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson has prepared a state- 
ment upon cotton-saving to be read at a mect- 
ing of the New England Cotton Manufacturers’ 
Association today, the substance of which is as 
follows: 

Since the last mecting of the association a 
very exhaustive investigation bas been made to 
see whether the statemeut made by me as a rea- 
son for holding the Atianta Cotton Exposition 
could be sustained or not. Ialieged as the motive 
Of that exposition fiat the cotton crop of the 
United States was, on the average, depreciated 
at least One cent a pound by bad handling bo- 
tween the ficid and the factory. One cent a 
pound in a crop of 6,000,000 bales is about $30,- 
.. On the whole, the representatives of 
the cotton manufacturers of New Engiand and 
the machinists who Visited Atlanta and exam- 
iued tne subject in connection with the Exposi- 
tion, or who bave bad previous kuowledge 
in regard thereto, have more than sus- 
tained this statement of loss. Nearly every one 
consulted bas added to this estimate their testi- 
mony that the labor expended in the present bad 
method of handling is twice or thrice as much as 
is needed; and that if tne whole loss to the 
planters of the South from waste labor—waste 
in ginving, waste in buling, waste in traosporta- 
tion, Waste in compressing, waste in the store 
iteeif by packing and steaiage—and waste at 
every polut could be tinytly computed and 
tabulated, it would be néarer (wo cents a pound, 
or $60,000,000 a year. It is one thing to state this 
case, bowever, and quite ahocwer tning to find a 
remedy. With a view to possible remedy and to 
the probable profit on business investments in 
alteruig in some measure these couditions, two 
young geutiemen, one a graduate of Harvard 
Loliege, son of an Alabama cotton planter, the 
other a graduate of the Institute of Technology 
in the department of mechanical engineering, 
huve devoted several weeks to the study of the 
present methods of working cotton in Georgia 
and Alabuma. From their report it is becoming 
apparent that the depreciation of the crop is 
becoming worse, and that little, if anything, 
bas yet been accomplished in remedying the 
defects. 

GINNING ON A SMALL SCALE, 


The process of ginaing and baling in these 
States, which ure, on the whole, two of the most 
progressive States of the South, is conducted by 
one of three methods: 

First—Ginneries run by horse or mule power. 

Second—Ginneries run by steam. 

Taird—A very few ruu by water power. 

Vhe latter may be disregurded. The principal 
part of the work is dune in one of the two metb- 
ods first numed. Class 1 is tho commonest of ail, 
and is universally used where the farmer does 
the cinmie for bimseif or for one or two neigh- 
bors. The gin-house is usually a two-story 
building of rough construction. The cotton is 
brought from the field in wagous and carried to 
the upper story in baskets and by means of a 
ladder. Four mules furnish the motive power. 
The lint cotton is thrown by a brush into the 
lint-room, which is neither brushed nor swept 
from one season to another nor from oo 
decade to another. What encouragement can 
there be for careful picking when the cotton is 
to be ginned in sucha piace? The press is che 
old “buzzard-wing” press. It stands about 
titty feet from the gin-bouse, and the lint bus to 
be carried this distance through wind and dirt 
and in all weathers. Most of the cotton is now 
left lying about wherever it may happen to be 
most convenient to place it after it hus been 
pressed, exposed to rain and wind and other 
causes. of injury. More crude devices for the 
manipulation of cotton, cunsidering the im- 
portance of the work to be done, could not be 
found in India or in China. The stages through 
whieh ginveries of this cluss are passing toward 
improvement are interesting to note. The first 
thiug done away wita is tne * buzzard-wing ” 
press, for which an improved press is being 
established; the condenser attached to the gin 
makes the lint-room unneceasary, and wuen 
steam power is applied the old running gear is 
thrown away. 

ln the custom ginneries, operated by steam, 
the presses are almost always of an improved 
kind, of which there is a great vuriety. They 
are, bowever, mostly operated by hand, and not 
by steam. The buiidiugs are great improve- 
ments on the old plantation houses. The ma- 
chinery is better and more curefully attended 
tu, and the facilities for handiimg the cotton are 
vastly superior to those of the did style. But il 
is a Matter of very grave duuut whelher the colton 
is turned out in any better condition than in the 
primitive way. In fact, there is every reason to 
jear that it is more wjuredin these establishments 
than in the old-fashioned way. During the gin- 
ning season these public gimneries are always 
crowded with work—each waa desiring to have 
nis cotton carried through immediately, and to 
return home; his chief object being to get the 
greatest quantity of cotton from the seed which 
be can possibly obtain. The proprietor of the 
gin is interested in getting througn 
the largest number of dales, and de 
works with a view to a dcommodat- 
— hie customers and taking the largest 
toll rather than with any idea of turning out 

good and uninjured stapte which bis customers 
do not appreciate. He runs his machinery at 

the highest possible speed, and works as close as 

ossibie in order to make a large yield of lint. 
the truth were knuwn, all nepped or over- 
ginued cottou could probably be graced to glus 
of this sort. 
SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 

The more bopefui side ot the question is to be 
found in the fact that a vast deal of jafurmation 
was spread ubroad from the Atianuta Cotton Ex- 
position, and the great martin of profit whica its 
tw be measured by the depreciadon of one or 
two cents a pound is begining to work its true 
results. For instance, in and around Hogans- 
ville, Ga., about two-thirds of whe farmers are 
now planting selected seed and are ustny all the 
means within their information to save itin 
good condiuon and to buve it properly prepared. 
The representatives of large plantations upon 
the Mississippi River, where considerabie luvest- 
ments of Northern men have been made, are 
making their arrangements (o establish their own 
brand, u po which eace grade of their cotton may 
be known and for whicn they will be responsi- 
bie, so that it shall be as true to itstitie in either 

ude as the goods from any of your factories. 

he represeniatives of certain raliroads, es- 
pecially in Texas. bave sought information as 
to the right methods of establishing public 
ginueries, to be equipped with suflicieut capital 
to buy cotton iu the seed (it being a more com- 
mon custom in Texas than elsewhere to seil vot- 
ton in the seed), and also to establish their 
brand by whieh their cotton shall be known. 
The répresentatives of cotton seed oil-milis are 
in many cases planning to attach cocton-gins to 
their works and to buy the cotton in che seed. 
Tals work must, bowever, proceed slowly, it is

A CHANCE FOR NORTHERN MEN. 

I have never investigated any subject in 
which so large a profit appearec to be within 
reach on so small an investment as this, and 
there is certainiy room for Northern men who 
desire to make a fresh startin a healthy upland 
country among the Southern farmers to benefit 
themselves while benetfiti the neighborbood. 
It may be worth your while to observe how 
small au investment of capital would be re- 
es to treat the whole cotton crop in ascien- 
Une and skiliful way, provided only a true be- 
ginning can be made. I have said that a model 
establishment of the capacity of 3,000 bales in 
the season would cost less than $12,000. Two 
thousand such e:tablishinents scattered over the 
vast area of the cotton country—each troating 
4.000 bales in the season-—would prepare 6, 
bales of cotton, and would represent a capital of 
$24,000,000. But even this amount is not neces- 
sary. Cotton in the seed can be kept, if proper- 

stored, indefinit period § with- 
injury. If arrangements were 
made and thé custom introduced for 
purchasing cotton in the seed the 
ginning season might be extended to cover 200 
days instead of 100. The establishment named 
would then work 6,000 bales in the season, and 
the capital required for the treatment of the 
whole crop would represent only $12,000,000. It 
seems almost absurd and visionary to say that 
by means of such an investment a sav of 
$30,000,000 in quantity, and of nearly $30,000,000 
more in waste of labor and in other ways, might 
be save. Yet] think such 1s the only legitimate 
deduction from the facts disclosed at the Atianta 
Exposition and by investigations since made. 1 
can conceive of no branch of industry so likely 
to become very profitabie as the organization of 
a large concern with $500,000 capital, of whieh 
one-half might be invested in twenty model 
gino establishments scattered through the 
upland country, in a healthy climate, among the 
progressive farmers who oni need the incentive 
of personal interest to be led in the right direc- 
tion: the other half to be used as the working 
capitalin purchasing and disposing of the cot- 
ton. 
A COMING NECESSITY. 
Whether or not such an uodertaking shali be 
un depends upon others, and not upon my- 
Selk. My function in the matter has been to 
make a complete investigation and to report 
upon the facts. The facts will be submitted to 
the geutiemen at whose cost the recent investi- 
gation has been made, but who only contem- 
plate a little work on their own account, being 
individual manufacturers, wno did not contem- 
plate the larger undertaking. I think the time 
will come within a sbort veriod when it will 
cease to bea matter of choice on the part of 
Northern manufacturers’ whetber or not they 
will establish branches of their own factories to 
gin and prepare their own cotton. The present 
tendency to worse depreciation and to more bad 
cotton than has ever been seen will go ou for 
several years longer. There is reason to sup- 
pate t the very sandy and falsely packed 
les, of which we dave beard se much in Con- 
sul Shaw’s report and in other ways, are not to 
be attributed to any intentional fraud, or even to 
the adverse conditions of a bad season, but that 
they are the necessary resuit of the present 
method of treating the farmer's cotton which 
bas been exposed for many weeks to the rain 
and mud. In general, it may be said that the 
improvement of the cotton crop—except it be 
undertaken by special enterprise, or by special 
methods indicated in the report—can only pro- 
ceed with the general improvementin the con- 
ditions of society in the Southern States.

We today 
saw a letter from Sevator Piumb, addressed to 
Gen. John M. Steele, which claimed that the or- 
der from the Interior Department has no refer- 
ence to the Oklahoma lands in the lIudian Terri- 
tory. If in case of occupancy of these lands by the 
whites any rigbt of the noble red man be invaded 
it cai: ali be laid to the mild Quaker policy or 
the Hayes Administration. Congress should 
now, once and forever, authoritatively settle 
the question. If itis Government land, let the 
whites settle upon the same. If it beiongs to 
the Indians, Payue and bis coadjutors should be 
tired out and vompelied to stay out. The letter 
from Senator Plumb is as follows:

I NANCIAL. 


Stocks opened strong and active. Louisville 
& Nashville and Jersey Central advanced on 
covering by the shorts. The — was felt to 
be in a condition where a good adtunce in Lake 
Shore or any similar stimulant would cause a 
general upward movement. Predictions were 
made in the morning by good judges that bigher 
prices would be seen. But the appearance of 
an abstract of the forthcoming statement of 
Lake Shore for the year 1681 put an end to all 
these anticipations. The market turned down, 
and Lake Shore reached the lowest point yet 
recorded. Erie wis also weak. The close was 


depressed. 

A considerable short interest existsin Reaa- 
ing, but no squeeze is expected iu it. In fact, 
those who have good facilities for forming 
opinions think the short interest in Reading is 
largely fictitious. Mr. Gowen is meeting with 
serious opposition in London in bis attempt to 
negotiate new bonds. All the second instaii- 
ment due there on the deferred bonds was paid. 

Insiders in Louisville & Nashville precaict 
much higher prices for it. They think the bears 
Will probabiy attack it again. 

Foreign exchange advanced to the point at 
which gold can be shipped at a profit. Bills 
against exports of produce are very scarce. 

Leading houses in Chicago and New York are 
going almost nothing in stocks. Business is 
confined nearly altogether to the room scalpers.

Cornetius Vanderbilt denies that be is to succeed 
his father as President of Lake Sbore. 

Secretary Folxer issued a statement in expla- 
nation of what had been previously given out 
about bond calls. He says that a call will prob- 
abiy be issued on Monday for about $11,000,009. 
This will redeem all the extended 6s of July and 
August, 1861. The next cali will begin on the 
extended 6s issued under the act of March 3, 
1863. Of these there are $47,000,000 outstanding. 

The Lake Shore statement, whicb produced 80 
bad aa effect on the market,shows that the gross 
earnings have decreased $775,000 in 1881. while 
the expenses increased $860,000, making a de- 
crease in vet earnings of $1,638,000. The bonded 
debt bas been increased $1,500,000 during the 
year. Mow much the floating debt has been 
added to is not stated. 

New York reports that some heavy operators 
are buying Denver & Rio Grande. 

The Public gives figures to show that the in- 
terior demand for gold bas not yet been satis- 
fied, and that still further amounts will be drawn 
from the two greut reservoirs in this country 
during any poriod that may elapse before re- 
ceipts of gold from abroad are revived. At 
present the drain falis upon the Treasury, be- 
cause, though it is paying out for bonds only 
about its surplus receipts, it is probable that its 
receipts are so largely in silver aud certificates 
that more gold is constantly going out than is 
coming in. 

The Graphic bas this gossip about Lake Shore: 
The heavy selling of Lake Shore Tuesday after- 
noon and the weakness in the general stock 
market jut at the close of the day caused anx- 
ious feelings in speculative circies at the hotels, 
where there was a large congregation of brok- 
ers. The general icipression prevailed that the 
Vanderbilt party bad been throwing over more 
of their Lake Shore holdings. It was reported 
that a prominent Vanderbilt bouse had been un- 
loading stock for the younger members of the 
Vanderbilt family, taving sold out the larger 

tion of that belonging to William H. VanJer- 
bilt some days before. There was another story 
generally credited also in circulation that Mr. 
Vanderbilt, having become disgusted witb stock 
speculation and the ways of the sfreet, had 
closed out all of his speculative lines. 

A prominent operator of New street is quoted 
as saying: “I confess I never felt comfortabie 
in a bear market, and when I fcei that the bears 
bave control Ican do nothing but look on. I 
am convinced that we are inthe midst of a de- 
cided bear movement now, notwithstanding the 
occasional rallies. The misdoings of Lake Shore 
are demoralizing the market,and speculators are 
distrustful of what is in store for them, seeing 
their recognized bull leader so vascillating in bis 
course. Until some steadiness is established in 
the Vanderbilt securities, not for aday or two, 
but for a long period, there can be no decided 
bull movement in which the public can join; but 
it will take a long time to solve the Lake Shore 
mystery, and until that is done the public will 
prudentiy refrain from stock speculation. In- 
deed, the solution may render such abstention 
permanent.”

APPORTIONMENT. 
THE SENATORIAL MUDDLE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 28.— The question of 
Congressional apportionment having been got- 
ten outof the road, the Republicans are now 
bethinking themselves of the best way to clear 
up the muddie they got iato when they amended 
the Senatorial billin the House. From this time 
on itis a plain fight over the single and yet 
puzzling question of Senatorial apportionment. 
Today's amendment in the Senate Senatorial 
bill, if the amended bill should pass tne House 
and the Senate concur in the amendmeut, means 
simply this: The ner Bureau District 
will not elect a Republican Senator next fall, 
inasmuch as it has been numbered even, while 
the Woodford and Tazewell District, wbi0b bas 
been numbered odd, will elect a Democratic 
Senator. The amendment, in other words, will 
deprive the Republicans in the next General 
Assembly of one Senator 

WHOM THEY WOULD OTHERWISE ELECT, 
and at the same time leave the Democrats their 
bold-over Senator, Shaw, and enable them to 
elect a new Democratic Senator from the Wood- 
ford and Tazewell District. The Democrats will 
therefore make a net gain of two 
votes on joint ballot for a United 
States Senator. To state it perhaps more 
correctly, the Republicans will suffer a neat 
loss of two votes. The result of the elections in 
the fifty-one Senatorial districts next fall is by 
no means so certain, politically speaking, that 
the Republicans look upon their bandiwork to- 
night with any great degree of equanimity, and 
yet there are some of them who are willing to 
take the chances, pass the amended bill if they 
can, and go home. Others Whe were for the bill 
before it was amended are dead set against it 
now ia view of the results involved, and insist 
that the party cannot alford to commit so great

MISSING JEWELRY. 


The Place of Disappearance Problemat- 
ical. 

About $3,000 worth of watch-jewels, consigned 
by Frederick Schayle, diamond dealer of Lon- 
don, through his representatives, Messrs. Bald- 
win & Co., in New York, to the Elgin National 
Watch Company, of this city, have been lost 
somewhere between London and Chicago, and it 
is a puzzie to cunsignur, consignee, and the cus- 
toms officials to account for their disappearance. 
The original package as invvuiced from Lon- 
don was a tin box eighteen inches 
square, bermeticaily sealed, inside of which 
were three little wooden boxes con- 
taining the jewels, valued altogether at 
$0.000. At the New York Custom-House they 
were appraised but not opened. and were theu 
turned over to the American Express Company 
and came through to Chieago in one of the com- 
paoy’s safes, arriving in apparently good shape. 
April 16 the package was delivered to William 
H. Hurd, a Custom-House Inspector, who took 
it to the Appraiser’s office at the cornerof Mar- 
ket and Jackson streets. The puckage was in- 
spected by Appraiser Ham and the United 
States Storekeeper. Peter Alminger, on 
the I7th, and it was discovered that one 
of the wooden boxes was missmg. The 
officiais of the Elgin Watch Company 
were at once notified, and they cabled 
immediately to London asking if there was not 
a mistake in the invoice, but the reply came 
that it was correct and that three boxes of 
jewels had been shipped. 

The special agents of the Treasury Depart- 
ment were then notified and have been trymg 
to find out in what mysterious manner the little 
box of jewels es from its mates in the her-

THE ORDINANCE AS PASSED: 


Be i enacted, ec. Suc. I. Subject to the 
terms and conditions of this ordinance, there is 
hereby granted to the Consumers’ Gas, Fuel & 
Light Company, of Chicago, the rigut to con- 
struct, maintain, and operate gas works within 
the City of Chicago, together with the right of 
way along, upon, and under all the avenues, 
streets, alleys, and pubtic places in said city for 
the purpose of piaciug, operating, repairing, 
and maiataining one or more lines ot gus- mains 
and pipes, and all necessary feeders and service 
pipes in connection therewith for lighting and 
fuel purposes. 

SEC. 2. Such company or corporation shall not 
lay its main pipes in any such avenue, street, 
alley, or public place of said city, unless it shail 
at the same time lay down all feeders or service 
pipes necessary to make connection without 
any subsequent disturbance of the pavement or 
surface of such avenue, street, or public place, 
with euch and ali building lots trontimg or abut- 
og thereon, and all service pipes or feeders 
laid by said company shall be coated with Dr. 
Angus Smith's composition or some other 
equally good material for preserving said serv- 
ice pipes or fveders from decay. Such company 
or corporation shall not charge any person de- 
siring to make a connection with any service 
pipe laid or to be laid by such company or 
corporation, more than S cents a foot for such 
service pipe when laid. Said yo ny 8 shall, 
when ered by a majority of the City Council 
extend us main pipes in auy block, one-half o 
which shall be improved by buildings. 

Sec. 3. That such company or corporation 
shall do no permanent injury to any street, 
sidewulk, alley, avenue, or pubilc. place, or 
shade-tree, or in any manver unnecessarily dis- 
turbo or interfere with any water- pipe, sewer 
or gas pipe, telegraph or electric wire, cabics, or 
pipes for telegruphic purposes, now or bereafter 
laid by said city ur any authorized company or 
corporation; and whea such company or corpo- 
ration shall open ground in the same, they shall 
forthwith restore the street, pavement, side- 
walk, or ground, or water-pipe, sewer, or gas 
pipe to a condition equaily good as before, at 
the expense of said company, and if said com- 
pany snall fail or refuse so to do, the same may 

done by said cityand the said company 
shall be liable for the cost thereof, and 
said company shall not make any exca- 
vation in any street, alley, avenue, or 
public place without Orst procuring a permit 
for that purpose from the Department uf Public 
Works of sald city. When aby excavation shall 
be made by said company in any street, alicy, or 
public place, paved with wooden blocks, the 
foundation boards ur planks shall be removed 
without being cut unless such cutting shall be 
specially permitted by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works of said city. The said company shall 
not use the public fire hydrants of said city nor 
any wuter therefrom without a license and per- 
mit from the Department pf Public Works of 
said city. The suid company shall upon notice 
from the Department of Public Works of said 
city remove or change any gas main, pipe, serv- 
ice-pipe, or feeder which may be in the way of 
or interfere with the construction or erection of 
any viaduct, public building, or other public 
structure within said city. 

Sec. 4. Such company or corporation shail not 
open or ipcumber more of any street, avenue, 
alley, or public piace at any one time than ma 
be necessary to enable it to proceéd with ad- 
vantage in the laying of any such main, pipe, 
feeder, or service-pipe, nor shall said company 
or corporation permit any such street, avenue, 
alley, or public place to remain open or incum- 
bered for a longer period than shall be neces- 
sary to execute the work for which the same 
shall have been opened, or without putting up 
the necessary barriers and ligbts so as to effectu- 
ally prevent the happening of auy accident in 
consequence of such opening or incumbering of 
such street, alley, avenue, or public grounds. 

Suc. 5. Such company or corporation shall 
be liable to and shall compensate the City of 
Ohicago, and pay any private individual, owner 
or owvers, or parties interested in any proporty 
adjacent to auy street, avenue, alley, or public 
place opened or injured by them, for all dam- 
unges which may result trom leaks of pipe, 
or by reason of such company or corporation 
having negligently opened, incumbered, pro- 
tected, Or guarded any such street, avenue, 
alley, or public place in said city. 

Suc. 6. Such company or corporation shall be 
subject to all general ordinances of the City of 
Chicago in regard to gas companies, and the 
City of Chicago shall have the right at any time 
to provide for the appointment of one or more 
inspectors of gas, with all the power and au- 
— incident to such position, and which the 
said city may deem necessary to protect the City 
of Chicago in its corporate rights and individual 
consumers of gas 3 oppression or 
fraud; and, if tne said city shall deem it 
necessary, to require any inspector (or other city 
official) to certify to the correctness of all gas 
bills of copsumers of gas furnished by such 
company or corporation. All metres used by 
said compauy for measuring gas shall be subject 
to inspection and approval dy such person or 
persove, officer or officers, as may be appointed 
by said city tor that purpose, and said cumpany 
shail pay all reasonable costs and charges of 
such inspection, the same to be fixed by the City 
Council of said city. 

Sec. 7. Such company or corporation shall 
supply gasiighnt under uniform and sufficient 
pressure between sunset and suurise of each 
day, and the quality of the same shall be as 
nearly uniform as practicable, averaging for 
any one month not less than sixteen sperm 
candies buroing 120 gruins per bour, to be deter- 
mined by authorized photometrical tests, a tive- 
foot burner being used. 

Seo. & The rights and privileges hereby 
granted are upon the express condidon that no 
gas tiowing through any main pipe, feeder, or 
service pipe laid by said company or corpora- 
tion or by its authority shail be charged fur to 
general consumers thereof ata rate exceeding 
$1.75 per 1,000 cubic feet; provided that to ali 
cousumers using 100,000 cuoic feet and over per 
annum a rebate of at least 2% cents per 1,000 
teet shall be allowed, and to attempt to collect 
at a greater rate than that herein specifed for 
gas consumed frum any such main pipe, feeder, 
or service pipe shall work a forfeiture of the 
rights and privileges hereby granted. The

CHICAGO IN 1849. 


Interesting Extracts from an 01d Letter. 

Mr. R. H. Denison, of Highland Park, whiie 
looking through some old family papers and let- 
ters, came ecross an epistie written by his 
brother Henry from Chicago in 1840 to his sister 
at Le Roy, N. Y. Following are extracts: 

* Chicago is situatee on very low ground, al- 
most on a level with the lake. Water can be 
obtained in any part of the city by digg ug a 
foot, and, were it not forthe lake we 
bave, it would be very unhealthy; but as it is, I 
thing it is quite as healthy as Buffaloor Le 0 
Within twenty or twenty-five miles of here they 
have had and arenow having the ague most 
beautifully, for Lhave not heard of a solitary 
case of it bere. Mr. Hooker's people and many 
others say they have never known an instance 
of any oue coming bere and having the ague, 
unless they had either travelea through Michi- 
gan or been out in the country. and thus taken 
it. Im fact, there is but little of any kind of 
sickness here. Last month there were but three 
deaths—one of dropsy, I believe, one by drown- 
ing, and the rest by hanging. By the way, a 
few more deaths by the latter course would be 
no injury to the morals of the piace, which, as a 
general thing, are not much above par. r 

“The city contains about 6,000 inhabitants, a 
Presbyterian, Episcopal, Methodist, Baptist. and 
Catbolic Church, about thirty stores, and three 
good hotels, with any 8 of common ones. 
The ular minister of the Presbyterian Church 
is the Rev. Mr. Bascom, but he has been absent 
since I came, and his place is 4 by a Mr. 
Patterson [the present Dr. Robert W. Patterson 
who is a very good preacher. They have tirst- 
rate singiny, and use the Manhattan collec- 
tion” and Church Psaimody.”’ I was invited 
to take a seat in the chvuirsoon after I came, and 
ha ve done so. We have singing-schools once a 
week, and, as near as 1 can judge, sing just 
about as well bere as they do on the sea sbvre. 

“The river runs through hearty the centre of 
the town, dividing it into the North Side and 
the South Side.’ On the North Side are most of 
the handsome dwellings, though there are none 
too many of them. and inthe South Side the 
business is all dune. My boarding-house and 
place of business are both on the South Side, 
There are not a great many handsome buildings 
here, most of them being wood, and built in the 
cheapest manner. On the whole there is noth- 
ing very attractive in the appearance of Chicago 
at first sight, but upon further acquaintance it 
improves much, and Iam getting to like it very 
weil. The five roads leading into town for the 
distance of ten or fifteeu miles I shall not at- 
tempt to describe. It is a disputed point 
whether to call them swamps or cauals, and it is 
doubtftul whether the mud or tne water most 
predominates. In town, however, it is dry aud 
pleasant. 

In regard to politics,a majority of the Amer- 
ican citizens here are Whigs, but the votes of 
the Irish turn the scule in favor of the Loco 
Foco party. By the laws of Lilinois, every 
foreigner who has been in the country six 
months is entitled to a vote, but the Paddies 
are not at all scrupulous about voting half a 
— | times over if they haven't been here six
